When the bill was finally called, Mrs, 
Representative Mill-shall arose and in 
a Voice quiet, yot so vibrant with 
meaning that it caught the attention 
of the entire House, she said: "Tho 
bill Is, a good one, but I offer the fol- 
lowing amendment: That the fallen 
men of tho city shall bo segregated In 
like manner as the fallen women."

That there is no chance of lower 
nrices for;meats for perhaps years to 
come,-and that the farmers must 
therefore devote their attention to 
more economical and efficient methods 
of stock raising, was one of the most 
sensational phases of the farmers 
week .conferences; at the University 
nf Wisconsin.

"It is absolutely true that prices 


for live stock .today are' higher than 
they have ever been, -that there is 
less meat .on - the average animal, 
which means higher prices for our 
meat,-and what is more important 
that there is no immediate chance ot 
any lower prices. At that, the farm- 
er is not making money, and has no 
crowing interest in the raising oi 
Stock for the packer, because the cost 
of feeding cattle is absorbing all ot 
the higher prices that he gets for his 
stock/?. -This was the comment of 
A! W Hopkins, agricultural editor oi 
the University of Wisconsin upon a 
flive -st«fcK review issued for the stock 
raisers* at the conference by Clay. 
Robing & Co., a 
Chicago 
stock 
yards-firm. Mr. Clay warned that if 
prices are high now, they are to be 
higher, his warning letter stating: 
•'There is no doubt that we are 


killing ;oiir beef faster than we an* 
producing it. and it surely can have 
but one meaning, and that is conUn- 
ued high, if not higher, prices. 
Re- 
ceipts are not running as heavy as a 
year ago, and this can have but one 
meaning, that available supplies are 
decreasing, and a shrtage is develop- 
ing without doubt. The average beef 
animal today does not carry as much 
actual meat as the average of a year 
ago 
Demand upon our supply from 
abroad are of a continued liberality, 
with no home diminuution in con- 
sumption.. We have made further 
serious inroads upon our beef sup- 
plies, and are daily cutting down our

A bill known as the 
Billies Bill was brought up recentlj 
for passage, which provided for the 
seereRati'Jn of "fallen women 
in 
certain districts and forbidding their 
establishment outside of certain de- 
fined-boundaries. These two women 
sat quietly in their seats,and heard 
all the discussions, with their scorn- 
ful allusions to the immoral ^on\an. 
When the bill was finally called, Mrs. 
Representative Marshall arose and m 
a voice quiet, yet so vibrant with 
meaning that it caught the attention 
of the entire House, she said: 
The 
bill is a good one, but I offer the fol- 
lowing..amendment: That the fallen 
men of the city shall be segregated m 
like manner as the fallen women. 
The breath-taking silence that fell on 
the room was broken by Mrs. Repre- 
sentative Riddle, who, catching the 
speaker's.eye, said: 
'-'Mr. Speaker, 
the only-reason I do not second tne. 
amendment is, that if carried into 
effect such a law would not leave 
men enough outside the segregation 
lines to carry on the business of the 
city -" Then calling for the question 
she turned to the House, saying sig- 
nificantly, "Let him who is without 
sin cast the.first vote in its favor 
But the Billies Bill was dead, and 
those men recognized their position 
and had nothing more to say about 
the contaminating, influence of wo- 
men who had missed the step in the 
march of moralities.-^-Mc-tor.

THE DEAD LETTER OFFICE 


In a recent report issued by the 
post o ce department 
it 
appears 
that more than $2,250,^00 worth of 
checks, drafts, money orders 
and ; 
otbtr valuable papers were found in 
neii-deliverable letters by the dead 
letter office during the last year. Thu 
dead letter division bandied 1U,S39,- 
890 letters and parcels, which was a 
slight increase over the previous year. 
And still, at the,sanie time, printers, 
newspapers and government officials 
and everyone else is shouting loud 
and vigorously and telling people to 
be careful and direct their letters 
carefully, and put return cards on 
them. 
The department *ays (that 
one-third of these letters and parcels 
or 3 677,194,- was delivered; 101,485 
contained things of value without 
clue to their senders and were heid 
for claimants; 7,019,436 had to ba 
destroyed, and 41,775 were still be- 
ing'investigated. 
In addition to the 
valuable papers, with a face value of 
$2,303,119, found in undeliverable 
letters, many contained stamps and 
some other currency was found loose 
in the mails. 
The stamps and cur- 
rency unclaimed, together with pro- 
ceeds from the sale of articles ot 
merchandise removed from undeliv- 
erable letters, aggregated $53,665.

Germany was initiating negotiations 
•with tho United States in regard to 
flubmarlne warfare, the department of 
State makes the following statement: 


"A suggestion was made orally to 


tho department of state late Saturday 
afternoon by the minister of Switzer- 
land that the. German government is 
willing to negotiate with the United 
States, provided that the commercial 
blockade against -England would not 
be interfered with. At the request of 
the secretary of state, this suggestion 
was made in writing and presented to 
him by tho Swiss minister Sunday 
night. The;communication follows: 


" 'The Swiss government has been 


requested by the Gorman government 
to say that tho latter is now, as before, 
willing to negotiate, formally or in- 
formally, with the United States pro- 
vided that the commercial blockade 
against England will not be broken 
thereby.

Reply to Swiss Minister. 


"This memorandum was given Im- 


mediate consideration .and tho follow- 
ing reply was dispatched Monday: 


'"My dear Mr. Minister: I am re- 


quested by the president to say to you, 
In acknowledging' the memorandum 
which you\were kind enough to send 
to me on 'tho llth instant, thaUthe 
government of tho United States 
would gladly discuss with tho German 
government any questions it might 
propose for discussion, wore it to with- 
draw Its proclamations of Jan. 31, In 
which, suddenly and without previous 
intimation of any kind, it cancelled 
the assurances which U had given this 
government on May 4 last; but that it 
does not feel that it can enter Into 
any discussion with the Gorman gov- 
ernment concerning the policy of sub- 
marine warfare against neutrals which 
It Is now pursuing unless and until 
the German government renews its as- 
surances of May 4 and acts upon the 
assurance.' \ 


"No other interchange on this sub- 


ject has taken place between this gov- 
ernment and any other government 
or person."

U. S. Ships Sail for ..War Zone. 


New York, Feb. 12.—Unless the 


United States government provides 
convoys or guns and 'gunners to pro- 
tect its ships, the American line, own- 
ers of the steamships St. Louis, St. 
Paul and other liners, will -not send 
them across the Atlantic, It was an- 
nounced here by P. A. S. Franklin, 
president of tho International Mer- 
cantile Marine. 


This decision was reached after tho 


failure of efforts to provide their own 
defensive armament, Mr. Franklin 
said. 
The only source of supply of 


guns in this country, ho added, ."seems 
to bo the United States government, 
and our government seems disinclined 
to afford this protection." 


With the stars and stripes flying 


over its taffrail, the steamsl-ip Roches- 
ter, owned by the Kerr Steamship 
line, with a general cargo for Bor- 
deaux, passed quarantine, outward 
bound, shortly after 2 p. m. on Satur- 
day. 
The Rochester is the second 


American ship to leave this port since 
the anouncement by Germany on Jan. 
31 of her new submarine campaign. 


The first was the Dochra, which 


sailed Feb. 2 for Genoa. The Roch- 
ester had the national colors painted 
on its sides, together with the letters 
"U. S. A.". No vertical red and white 
Stripes, as prescribed in . thp, German 
submarine note, were in. evidence. 
Neither was it armed. 


The Rochester was followed by the 


American, steamship Orleans, owned 
by the Oriental1 Navigation company, 
also bound for Bordeaux. . It is simil- 
arly marked. The Orleans carries a 
crew of thirty-flvo men, of whom, In 
addition to Capt. Tucker, thirty-two 
are American citizens'.

The first native of IQngllsh-speaking 


America to receive the degree of Doc- 
tor of Medicine was William Bull, who 
died in London just a century and a 
quarter, ago.' He was born in South' 
Ca'rollnA In 1710, and In his young man-, 
hood went to. Europe to study medi- 
cine, receiving his M. D. degree at Ley- 
ren. He practiced his profession with 
considerable success in his native col- 
ony, 
and In '1740 became lieutenant 


governor of South Carolina, a position 
ho retained until the- revolution. Re- 
maining loyal to the crown, in 1782 he 
accompanied ,the British troops.to Eng-, 
land, where1 he resided during the re- 
mainder of his life. Lawrence Bohura 
was the first physician'in tho English 
Colonies of America, arriving In 1G10,'

general of ,the colony of Virginia for 
one year. His successor, John Pot, .was 
.the first permanent resident physician 
in the colonies.

After the disastrous battle of 'Long Island Wash- 


ington "once, more took the liberty of mentioning 'to 
congress that no dependence could be put In militia 
or other troops than those enlisted and embodied 
for a; longer period than our regulations 'have 
heretofore prescribed. 


"Our liberties must of necessity be greatly haz- 


arded, if not entirely lost, If their defense is left to 
nny but n permanent standing array. I mean one 
to exist during war. Men who have been free and 
subjected to no control cannot be reduced to order 
In nn instant. . . . 
"There Is ho situation on earth less enviable or 


more distressing," continues Washington, "than 
that person who is at the head of troops regardless 
of order and discipline and unprovided with almost 
every necessity. 
The difficulties that- have sur- 


rounded me since I have been In the service have 
kept my mind constantly upon the stretch; the 
wounds which my feelings us an officer have re- 
ceived by a thousand*' things* that have happened 
contrary to my expectations' and wishes; the ef- 
fect of my own conduct and present appearance of 
things so little pleasing to myself as to render It a 
matter of no surprise to me if I stand, capitally cen- 
tred by congress . ' • 
• Induce a thorough con- 


viction In my mind that It will be Impossible, unless 
there Is a thorough change In our military system, 
for me to conduct matters to give satisfaction to 
the public, which Is all the recompense I aim at or 
ever wish for." 


.This unhappy state of things was almost wholly 


due to the feeling manifested in several sections of 
the country, persisted In to the hampering or 
Washington's campaign and to the detriment of the 
cause. Congress was finally prevailed upon by 
Washington's representations and the tardily 
dawning consciousness that 'war was enevi table 
and that, 'being so, unpreparedness meant calamity. 


On December 20. 1770. he wrote to the president 


of congress: "Short enlistments and a mistaken de- 


sure 
0ulc these gentlemen that It Is a much easier and 
less distressing thing to draw up remonstrances In 
a'comfortable room by a good fireside than to oc- 
cupy a cold, bleak hill and sleep under frost and 
snow without-clothes or blankets. However, al- 
though they seem to have little feeling for the 
naked and distressed soldiers, I feel supera- 
bundantly for them, and from my soul I pity those 
miseries which it Is neither in my power to relieve 
nor prevent" 


Washington made persistent efforts to get a

afternoon by the minister of Switzer- 
land that the German government is 
willing to negotiate with the United 
States, provided that the commercial 
blockade against England would not 
he interfered with. At the request oE 
the secretary of state, this suggestion 
was made in writing and presented to 
him by the Swiss minister Sunday 
night. The communication follows:

Poultry owners who wish to obtain 


a satisfactory production

should arrange to hatch pullets in 
March or April. Birds hatched at this 
time will be well matured in the-fall. 
Furthermore, a greater proportion of 
thorn will go broody early In the 
spring, thus completing the circle, 
necessary for production in tho fall. 


Pullets hatched in tho spring can 


bo induced to lay more abundantly in 
the winter if they are properly fed, 
housed and handled.

ago general farm, very few eggs are 
secured at, the time when eggs bring 
the highest prices. 
It will pay, the 


poultry owner, therefore, to devote 
a little trouble to providing his birds 
with the most'favorabls surroundings 
for the winter.:

Tho house should be thoroughly

the house has a dirt floor, it is well 
to remove 3 or 4 inches of dirt from 
tho top and replace this material 
with dry gravel or sand.

A convenient method of feed- 
Ing beef scrap Is.in a mash made of 
three parts corn meal and one part 
each of wheat "bran; wheat middlings 
and beef scrap. 
Skimmed milk or 


buttermilk may, bo used in" place of 
the beef, scrap, but if the supply is 
limited some scrap also should be fed. 


In experiments conducted by the 


department it was found that for tho 
first four months pullets fed a ration 
containing beef scrap produced on an 
average, 41.5 eggs, while those, fed 
the samo ration without the .scrap 
produced only 18.7, The cost of 
feeding the latter birds was 2.2-cents 
higher for every dozen,eggs produced

The patient must have mental rest; 
ho must go on n purely nillk diet for 
at least a week, after which ho may 
eat fruits and vegetables ou certain 
days for two weeks more.

First American M. D. 


The first native of English-speaking 


America to receive the degree of Doc- 
tor of Medicine was William Bull, who 
died In London Just n century and a 
quarter, ago. He was born In South 
Carolina In 17.10, and In his young man- 
hood went to Europe to study medi- 
cine, receiving his M. D, degree at Ley- 
rcn. Ilu practiced his profession wltli 
considerable success In his native col- 
ony, and in '17-KJ became lieutenant 
governor of South Carolina, a position 
he retained until the revolution. Re- 
maining loyal to the crown, In 1782 he 
accompanied ,tho British troops to Bug-, 
land, where' lie resided during tho re- 
mainder of his life. Lawrence Bohum 
was the first physician' in the English 
Colonies of America, arriving hi 1010, 
and, holding the position of physician 
general of,tho colony of Virginia for 
one year. Ills successor, John Pot, was 
the first permanent resident physician 
In the colonies.

ceives today! the. homage of the1 millions who enjoy 
Ihii heritage of tho free America for which he 
fought and which ho helped establish. Tills, accord- 
ing to an article In thft New York Herald, which 
t;oes on to say : 


In this ho was at one with other groat men bred 


In the new, free spirit and , atmosphere of the 
colonies. He did not seek to set himself over them, 
but to work with them, contributing ns his part In 
the struggle his military genius nnd experience 
and his" carefully trained executive ability. His 
Ideal was tha common good. For that he gave his 
time and strength unstintedly, 'risked his all nnd 
withdrew only when government was so well es- 
tablished that It would not suffer from his retire- 
ment. 


Throughout his career tho one reward he sought 


wis that he might partake, "In the midst of my 
v'ollow citizens, tho benign Influence of good lawn 
under a free government, the ever favorite object 
t>f my heart." 
, 


Washington, although possessing wealth and po- 


sition, although observant of forms and ceremonies, 
was In the best sense a democrat, a man who 
sought 'the Kiime privileges and 'opportunities for 
everyone of his follow cltlaens which he enjoyed 
and who devoted his gifts and energies to that en'd. 


That they might have them ho not only expended 


freely his energies of mini! and body, but ho con- 
stantly exhorted Ills fellow countrymen tf> prepare 
themselves for the high destiny that lie foresaw for 
this country, ilrst, by raising and equipping an ade- 
quate army, a task that frequently hung londen on 
"ills minds, 'and, second, by properly safeguarding 
their rights after they had been won. 


George Washington received loss education— In 


school— than most Imls of poor parentage do today. 
He left school before he was xlxtoi.-n years old, and 
except In nmthomntlcs, In which he had advanced 
through geometry and trigonometry, his 'education 
did not extend beyond that which boys usually get 
in the grammar grades of the; public .schools. What 
ho studied he know, however, as his carefully kept 
notebooks, attest. He manifested a special aptitude 
for surveying and for military affairs. This tasto 
led to his having n royal middy's warrant, ob- 
tained for him when lie was fourteen years old, 
and- only because of his mother's reluctance to 
Imvc him go to England he was spared to light for 
the colonies instead of becoming an officer In Ills 
majesty's service. 


He hnd beon out of school only a few months 


when lie got his first job— as a surveyor. It was a 
good ono, too, for Lord Fairfax, having noted the 
lad's mental equipment and his intrepidity, gave 
him a .commission to survey his wild acres in the 
Shonamlonh valley. So well did' Washington ac- 
complish the arduous tusk that he was made a pub- 
lic surveyor. Almost' coincident with his entrance 
upon n private enreer young Washington Identified 
himself with public interests. Fond of ntlitctlcs . 
and sports as well as of military affairs, he joined 
Hie local mltltla and when nineteen years old was 
made a major. 


When he was still In his twenties he won his first 


colonelcy In his gallant but disastrous first cam- 
paign against the ' French. It was there that he 
first tasted the bitter fruits of unproparodness. 


When Washington went to Philadelphia ns n 


member of ttip. Second Continental congress he 
wore Ills provincial uniform, an Instructive expres- 
sion of his feeling in regard to the crisis that waa 
to come — In Its wny a fulfillment of prophecy — 
for during the session hu was put at the Hend of 
the irregular army near Boston, He found tlfat 
army not only without discipline anil equipment, 
but without powder. Man who had enlisted only 
for n few months ran away. Washington ardently 
appealed to the Continental and Provincial con- 
gresses to provide for longer enlistments and nn 
adequate system of recruitment, 


Conservative nnd aristocrat ns he wan classed, 


Washington now favored the rndlculs,''who sought 
to break with the home government and set up 
their own, "I have never entertained the Idea of 
an accommodation," ho said, "since I heard of. the 
measures which were adopted in consequence of 
tho Blinker Hill fight." 


His stanch attitude was maintained In tho midst 


of disheartening experiences, .'not only with tho 
cnerny In tho Held, but with troublemakers In his 
own camp, "I know the unhappy predicament In 
which I stand," lie wrote; "I know that much Is ex- 
pected of me ; I know that, without men, without 
arms, without ammunition, without anything lit for 
the- accommodation of 'a soldier, little Is to be 
clone; and, what is. ''mortifying, I know that I cnn- 
not stand Justified to' the world without exposing 
my own weakness and injuring th'e cause by de- 
claring my wants. My situation has been such that 
I have had to use art to conceal it even from my 
officers."

"Our liberties must of necessity he greatly haz- 


arded, If not entirely lost, If their defonse is left to 
any but a permanent standing army.

to (jxlst during war. Men who have been free und 
subjected to no control cannot he reduced to order 
in n n Instant. . , . 


"There Is no situation on earth loss enviable or 


more distressing," continues Washington, "than 
(hat person wlio ix at tin; head of troops regardless 
of order and discipline and unprovided with almost 
every necessity, 
Tho difficulties thnt hnv« sur- 


rounded ine since I huve been In the service have 
kept my mind constantly upon the stretch; th« 
wounds which my feelings as nn ofllccr have re- 
ceived by a thousand things* that have happened 
contrary to my expectations and wishes; the ef- 
fect of my own conduct and present appearance of 
things so little, pleasing to myself as to render It n 
mutter of no surprise to me If I stand capitally cen- 
sured by congress . ' . . Induce n thorough con- 
viction In my mind thnt It will be Impossible, unless 
there Is n thorough'change In our military system, ' 
for me to conduct mutters to give satisfaction to 
the public, wltlch is all the recompense I aim at or 
ever wish for," 


This unhnppy state of tilings was almost wholly 


due to the feeling manifested In several sections of 
the country, persisted in to the hampering of 
Washington's campaign nnd to the detriment of the 
cause, 
Congress was finally prevailed upon by 


Washington's representations and 
the 
tnrdtly 


dawning consciousness that war wns enevltnblo 
and that, being so, unprepureilness meant calamity. 


On December 20, 17711, lift wrote to thfi president 


of congress: "Short enlistments and a mistaken de- 
pendence upon our militia have been the origin of 
all our misfortune and the great accumulation of 
our debt. . ... I beg leave to give It ns my 
humble opinion thnt eighty-eight battalions nre by 
no means equal to the opposition you are to make, 
and that not n moment's time Is to he lost In rais- 
ing n greater number, not less, in my opinion 
anil that of my officers, than one hundred nnd ten. 
. . ; In ro.v'jiHlgmerit this Is not n time to stand 
upon expense; ovir funds are not the only object of 


• consideration. . . . It may, be thought Hint I 


nm going n good deal out of my line of duty to 
ndvlse thus freely, A character to lose, nn estate' 
to fortcll, the Inestimable' blessings of liberty at 
stake nnd n life devoted must be my excuse." 


Far from holding himself nloof nnd wnnt.lng to 


keep all power In his own hands, Washington wel- 
comed co-operntton. 


After ho hod been Invested with the dictatorial 


powers necessitated by the emergency of public af- 
fairs, the Council of Safety of. New York apolo- 
gized for certain measures they had taken In re- 
gard to New York troops which were Inter discov- 
ered to have boon on Infrlnginent of his authority. 
Washington replied: "I should be unhappy In the 
belief that any part of my letter to yon could ,he 
construed Into tho slightest h'lnt thnt you wish to 
Interfere In the militaryJlne. Heaven knows that 


••'- I greatly want the aid oAvery good man, nnd that 


there arc not such enviable pleasures attending my 
situation as to make me too jealous of its preroga- 


,, lives. Rather tliiin complain oC your efforts In the 


military wny, you deserve the thanks of us all, and" 
I feel myself happy In this opportunity of return- 
Ing you mine In the grontest truth nnd sincerity," 


At Valley Forge, where Washington's troops wero 


almost miked, hnd few blankets and scanty food, 
ho wns moved to resentment against "the gentle- 
men, without knowing whether the army was real- 
ly going Into winter quarters or not, .reprobating 
the" measure ns much ns If they thought the sol- 
diers were made of stocks find stones and equally 
Insensible of frost and snow, and, moreover, ns If 
they conceived It.easily practicable for nn Inferior 
army under the disadvantages .I have described 
ours to be to conflno n superior one, In all respects 
well appointed, within the city of Phllndelphla and 
to cover from depredation and waste, the states of 
Pennsylvania.and New .Jersey. . . .' I can ns-

sure these gentlemen that It Is n ranch enslflr nnd 
less distressing tiling to draw up remonstrances In 
n comfortable room by u good fireside than to oc- 
cupy a cold, bleak hill and sleep under frost und 
snow without clothes or blankets. However, al- 
though they seem to have little feeling for the 
naked nnd distressed .soldiers, I feel supera- 
bundantly for them, nnd from my soul I pity those 
miseries which It Is neither in my power to rell«vo 
nor prevent." 


Washington made pcrslstont efforts to get a 


Kunmnty of half pay for his odlccrs after the wnr, 
himself having no personal Interest In the meas- 
ure; he hnd declared from the Ilrst thnt he would 
never profit by It to the amount'of n single penny. 
Hi; deprecated constantly tho jealousy nf the mili- 
tary part of tho government by the civil depart- 
ment. 


"If wo would pursue n rlslit system of policy," 


ho wrote to a member of congress, "In my opinion, 
ilu-re would be none of Iheso distinctions. 
We- 


should all, congress and army, ho considered as one 
people, embarked In ono enuso, In ono Interest, 
acting on the same principle and to the snme end." 


"That I have not been able lo make bows to tho 


tnste of poor Colonel B. (who, by the wny, I believe 
never saw DUO of them) is to ho regretted," he 
wrote in n letter to Dnvld Stiinrt. "especially as 
upon these occasions they were Indiscriminately be- 
stowed, and the best I was muster of. Would It 
not have beon hotter to throw tho veil of clmrlt; 
over them, ascribing their stiffness to the effects of 
age or to thn unsklllfulnoss of my teacher rather 
than to pride and dignity of office, which, God 
knows, hns no charms for me? Tor I certainly 
say I had rather be at Mount Vcrnon with n friend 
or two nbout me than to be attended at the swit 
of government by the ofllcers of state and the r«p- 
rfrsontntlves of every power in Kurope." 


Washington explained thnt he had rocoptlon 


hours every Tuesday from throe to four o'clock, 
when gentlemen came nnd wont, cliuttcd with each 
othin- nnd acted as they ploased. 


"At their first ontrnnoc they salute mo, nnd I 


them nnd talk with as mnny us I can. What pomp 
there Is In nil this I am unable to discover. Per- 
haps It. consists In not sitting. To this two reasons 
arc offered: 11 I.' unusual; a more substantial ono, 
I have no room largo enough to contain n third of 
the chnlrs which would ho sufficient to admit It. If 
It IH supposed that ostontntlon or tho fashion of 
courts could give rise to this custom I will boldly 
affirm that no supposition was ever more erroneous, 
for If I wero to give Indulgence to my Inclinations 
every moment that I could withdraw from the fa- 
tigue of my station would be spoilt in retirement. 
That It Is not proceeds from the souse I entertain 
of the propriety of giving to everyone ns free ac- 
cess .ns consists with thnt respect which Is due 
lo tli« chair of government, nnd thnt respect I 
conceive Is neither to be acquired nor preserved 
but by observing a just medium between much 
stato nnd too great familiarity." 


In 1703 Washington, In his second term ns presi- 


dent, wrote to congress that While ho sought ponce 
nnd urged a fnllhful discharge of every duty to- 
ward others, he recommended prompt measures 
not only for defense, hut for Infordng just claims. 


'"I'linre Is n rank duo tho United States among 


cither nations which will he withhold, If not abso- 
lutely lost, by tho reputation of weakness. If we 
desire to avoid Insult wo must bn able to repel It; 
If wo desire- to socurc ponce, one of tho. most pow- 
erful Instruments of our prosperity, It must ho 
known Unit we arc at nil times rciuly for wnr," he 
wrote. 


As ho wished to avoid wnr,, so ho also wishes to 


avoid nlllnncos which might Jeopardise the ponce 
of tho nation. 


"Against the Insidious wiles of foreign Influence 


tho Jealousy of n free people ought to be constantly 
awake," he said wnrnlngly. 


"Tho great rule of conduct for^us In rognrrt to 


foreign nations Is In extending our commercial re- 
lations to have as little political connection ns 
possible. . .' . 


"If we remain one people under nn efficient gov- 


ernment, the period is not far off when wo may 
deny material injury from external nnnoynnce; 
when we may twite- such mi attitude ns will cause 
the neutrality we may at nny time he resolved upon 
to bo scrupulously respected; when belligerents, un- 
der the Impossibility of making ncqulsitloris upon 
us, will not lightly hazard the giving us provoca- 
tion ; when we may choose pence or wnr, as our In- 
terests, guided by Justice, shall counsel."

A jiow f oral of fire peril is coming 


into prominence as a cause of much 
destruction, and its. fires .are .so di- 
rectly associated .with 
carelessness 


that it has been deemed 'necessary to, 
issue a special warning to -the people 
of the United States. 
Because of 


their convenience, small electric de- 
vicos, such as pressing Irons, curling 
iroiio, 
toasters, 
electric 
pads 
or 


blankets, electric plate warmers and 
electric sterilizers or heaters .now to 
be found in almost every community. 
if these were used witii, .proper care 
the danger would be negligible, but, 
unfortunately, a proportion., of their 
users does not neailize the peril ol 
leaving them in circuit when not in? 
use. 
JLU such cases these devices tend 


to 
become overheated, , whereupon 


thiey'are likely to set fire to anything 
combustible with -which they are in 
contact;

Most of these fires are small, but 


the aggregate loss ia largo, and oc- 
casional instances show 
extensive 


damage, us' In the 
caso 
of 
_ ther 
$350,000 fine in the Boston' residence 
of Ex-Governor Draper;, this was 
traced to ..an 'electric plate wanner 
In. the butler's pantry. 
Fires of this class furnish a special 


peril to life.-being most frequent in 
dwellings and often breaking out at 
night. 
A characteristic example .Is 


that in which an electric pressing 
iron is ileft upon the ironing board, 
with the current turned on, and then 
forgotten. 
In such a case the flrc 


muytiot occur until some hours later. 
The burning of the residence of John 
Wananiaker, several years "ago', was 
due to an electric pressing iron.

That this form of hazard is, al- 


ready assuming large proportlons'ap- 
peara from the statistics. 
For ex- 


ample, The Actuarial Bureau of the 
National Board of Fire Underwriters 
in one day noted approximately one 
Hundred reports of tires from this 
cause, out of a total of two thousand 
losses in the day's reports, and it es- 
timates that small .electric devices 
are causing lires at the rate ol 
30,000 or more in the course of a 


y it'is safe- to -say that most of these 
fires are entirely preventable, and 
can be charged to nothing but care- 
lessness on tho part of the user. 
Various "safety" devices have been 
dddod by certain of the manufactur- 
ers of these articles, and among them 
are some that are fairly effective, 
but there is one nbsc-Tute precaution 
which should be borne in mind 'at all 
times by every user, namely, that ol 
shutting, off the current wb.en not 
personally and continuously super-

He left school before he was sixteen years old. ana 
xcept In mathematics, in which he had .advanced 
hrough geometry and trigonometry, his education 
id not extend beyond that which boys usually get 
n the grammar grades of the public schools W bat 
ie studied he knew, however, as his carefully Kept 
-ictebooks attest. He manifested a special «Pt»ude 
or sun-eying and for military affairs. This taste 
ed to his having a royal middy's warrant, ch- 
ained for him when he was fourteen years old, 
and only because of his mother's "luctance to 
lave him go to England he was spared to fight for 
he colonies Instead of becoming ao officer In his 
majestv's service.

He had been out of school only a few months 


vhen lie got his first job-as a surveyor. It was a 
good one, too, for Lord Fairfax, having noted the 
ad's mental equipment and his intrepidity gave

complish the arduous task that he was made a pub- 
ic surveyor. Almost coincident with his entrance 
upon a private career young Washington Wentlfled 
himself with public Interests.

First American M. D. 


The first native of English-speaking 


America to receive the degree of Doc- 
tor of Medicine was William Bull, who 
died in London just a century and a 
quarter ago. He was born in South 
Carolina in 1710, and in his young man- 
hood went to Europe to study medi- 
cine, receiving his M. D. degree at Ley- 
ren. 
He practiced his profession with 


considerable success In his native col- 
ony, 
and in 174G became lieutenant 


governor of South Carolina, a position 
he retained until the revolution. Re- 
maining loyal to the crown, in 1782 he 
accompanied ,the British troops to Eng- 
land, where- he resided during the re- 
mainder of his life. Lawrence Bohum 
was the first physician' in the English 
Colonies of America, arriving rn 1610, 
and, holding the position of physician 
general of the colony of Virginia for 
one year. His successor, John Pot, was 
the first permanent resident physician 
in the colonies.

member of the Second Continental congress he

sion of .his feeling in regard to the crisis that was 
to come—in its way a fulfillment of prophecy— 
for dm-lng the session he was put at the head of 
the irregular army near Boston. He found that 
army not only without discipline and f«»'P«>«£ 
bu? without powder. Men who had enlisted on y 
ioV a few-in°ntbs ran away. Washington ardently 
appealed to the Continental and Provincial con- 
grlses to provide for longer enlistments and an 
adequate system of recruitment. 


Conservative and aristocrat as he was classed 


Washington now favored the radicals,-who sought 
to break with the home government and set up 
their own. 
"I have never entertained tne ides, of 


an accommodation," he said, "since I heard of the 
measures which were adopted in consequence of 


America. 
To i,,u^e this name 


honorable and to preserve the 
liberty of our country ought to 
be our only emulation, and he 
will be the best soldier and the 
best patriot 
who contributes 


most to this glorious work, what- 
ever his station or from what- 
ever part of the country he may 
come. Let all distinction of na- 
tions, countries and provinces 
thereof be lost In the generous 
contest who shall behave with 
the most courage toward the enemy and the most 
kindness and good humor to each other. 


"If any be so lost to virtue and love of country us 


to continue In such practice after this order they , 
will be severely punished and discharged from the 
service in disgrace." 


After the disastrous battle of Long Island Wash- 


ington "once more took the liberty of mentioning to 
congress that no dependence could be put in militia 
or other troops than those enlisted and embodied 
for a longer period than our regulations have 
heretofore prescribed. 


'•Our liberties must of necessity be greatly haz- 


arded, If not entirely lost. If their defense is left to 
any but a permanent standing array. I mean one 
to exist during war. 
Men who have been free and 


subjected to n.; control cannot be reduced to order 
in an instant. . . . 
"There Is no situation on earth less enviable or 


more distressing." continues Washington, "than 
that person who is at the head of troops regardless 
of order and discipline and unprovided with almost 
every necessity. 
The difficulties that have sur- 


rounded me since I have been In the service have 
kept my mind constantly upon the stretch; the 
wonnds" which my feeling as an officer have re- 
ceived by a thousand things-that have happened 
contrary" to my expectations and wishes; the ef- 
fect of my own conduct and present appearance of 
things so'llttle pleasing to myself as to render It a 
matter of no surprise to me if I stand capitally een- 
-sured by congress . . . Induce a thorough con- 
viction in my mind that It will be Impossible, unless 
there Is a thorough change in our military system, 
for me to conduct matters to give satisfaction to 
the public, which is all the recompense I aim at or 
ever wish for." 
This unhappy state of things was almost wholly 


due to the feeling manifested In several sections of 
the country, persisted in to the hampering or 
Washington's campaign and to the detriment of the 
cause. 
Congress was finally prevailed upon by 


Washington's representations and the tardily 
dawning consciousness that vrar was enevitable 
and that, being so. unpreparedness meant calamity. 


On December 20, 1776. he wrote to the president 


of conrres=: "Short enlistments and a mistaken de- 
pendence upon ocr militia have been the origin of 
all our misfortune and the great accumulation of 
our debt. . . . I beg leave to Rive It ns my 
humble opinion that elphty-elpht battalions are by 
no means equal to the opposition you are to make,

American, were In question, whenever 
possible., Kneniy merchantmen, when 
recognized as such, were ordered to be 
sunk on sight, but neutral merchant- 
men were to be warned when such ac- 
tion, In their judgment, was consistent 
with the object of tbe campaign ami 
the safety of their own ships. 


Ultimate Break Certain. 


It was realized, however, after the 


prompt and resolute stand taken by 
President Wilson that these orders 
could only be palliative and only defer, 


- not avoid, an ultimate break. 
Also, 


that If President Wilson stood to' bis 
announcement that the destruction of 
American .lives or ships would be re- 
garded as an act of hostility, a casus 
belli must come sooner or later—prob- 
ably sooner—on account of the number 
of Americans on enemy ships.

Not to Modify Plans.

Development of Crisis. 


From a neutral cable office it now Is

and definitely evident since the rejec- 
tion of Germany's pence overtures. In- 
formation as to Germany's submarine 
war1 and tho form It would take was 
received by the Associated Press al- 
most on tbe day of Ambassador Ge- 
rard's speech on German-American 
good relations^ 


A week later It was stated that a 


full decision on the situation had not 
been reached, but that' the campaign 
would not be launched until aftor fur- 
ther consultation with Germany's al- 
lies and the receipt of certain Infor- 
mation from Count von Bernstorff. 


The final decision on an out-and-out 


submarine campaign of a so-called 
ruthless lype apparently was taken at 
th& grand Austro-Gerinan conference 
at German headquarters on the Ger- 
man emperor's birthday, though the 
Associated Press heard the statement 
that 
submarines departing several 


days earlier for their stations were 
provided with contingent orders for 
this eventuality. 


Censor Clamps on Lid. 


The 
censorship, 
however, 
shut 


down tightly on any definite state- 
ments or predictions of the approach- 
Ing crisis. All dispatches going into 
the subject In detail, however, were 
either suppressed entirely or refer- 
ences to coming events censored out of 
them. 
, 
Ambassador Gerard, of course, was 


aware of the current gossip and prob- 
ably was able to advise the state de- 
partment of the possible turn In events. 
But he was given no Intimation from 
ofllclal sources. 


Ttie ambassador and the American 


government therefore were faced with 
the announcement of an accomplished 
fact when on the afternoon of-Janu- 
ary 31 Doctor von Bethmann-Hollweg, 
the Imperial chancellor, gave out the 
news that a relentless submarine cam- 
paign would begin immediately and 
read to the committee the text of the 
memorandum on.the prohibited zone 
and the note to the United Status— 
. documents which reached the Ameri- 
can embassy only several hours later.

Misled by Dispatches. 


The German government's attitude 


In endeavoring to Induce Ambassador 
Gerard to sign a protocol reaffirming- 
the old-time treaties with the United 
States regarding mutual protection of 
nationals In case of hostilities, and tbe 
hints of possible detention of American 
newspaper men as hostages, wore un- 
doubtedly Influenced by alarmist dls-,

As soon as reassuring advices wero 


received from the United States, and 
as soon, too as the German govern- 
ment saw that the attempt to nego- 
tiate a-protocol re-ratifying the treaty 
of 1799 with additions and expansions, 
l?ad failed. It gracefully receded from 
Its position, and nothing further was 
heard of newspaper men as hos- 
tages. 


Tbe protocol, which Count Mont- 


golas. head of the American depart- 
ment of the Gorman foreign oltlce, sub- 
mitted to Ambassador Gerard on the 
jrnrt of Fcireln Secretary Zlmmermann 
contained besides a formal re-ratlllca- 
tlon of the treaty provisions of 179!) 
and 1823 regarding mutual treatment 
of nationals caught In a belllgeront 
country In the caso of war. a number 
of Important additions and expansions. 


It provided that merchants should 


be allowed to continue their businesses 
and retain their residences until the 
end of the war unmolested; that no 
law allVcting the validity of contracts 
shr-Jilil be applied to Germans In Amer- 
Ira or to Americans'in Germany, and 
that all patonlM should he Inviolate—a 
question of Importance in view of the 
high value if not the imlispensablllty 
of certain German patents In tho man- 
ufacture of munitions and explosives,

"Under existing laws and 'under con- 


temporaneous , conditions therewith,", 
says-the war college, "It has hereto-, 
fore been assumed,that in the event, of 
n war with a .first-class power the 
United'States would require not less 
than half a million of men for the first 
line, behind which could be prepared 
tho greater army of citizen soldiers 
upon whom our main reliance for na- 
tional defense is conditionally placed." 


Subject'to President's Call.' '•-

FEDERAL TRADE COMMISSION TO 


INQUIRE INTO HIGH COST 


OF FOODS. 


DIRECTED BY THE PRESIDENT 


Department of Agriculture .Will Assist 


Body In Its Work—To Learn If the 
Antitrust Law la Being Violated by 


i Various Concerns. 


Washington, Feb. 13.—The federal 


trade commission announced that at 
the direction of the president it would 
begin immediately an Investigation of 
the high cost of foods in the United 
States,' with special reference to al- 
leged violations jof the anti-trust acts. 


The department of agriculture will 


assist In the investigation. Alleged 
manipulations, control and conspira- 
cies In distribution of food will be gone 
Into particularly. 


President Wilson's letter directing 


the inquiry is as follows: 


"An adequate supply of food prod- 


ucts Is a matter of concern to the na- 
tion at all times. It Is of particular 
Importance at present. Our .domestic 
food supply Is normally very large and 
has become increasingly varied. In 
some respects it has steadily expanded 
and has kept pace with the increasing 
population. Unfortunately, this Is not 
true, however, of a large number of 
important cereuls, and particularly 
meats. 


"It has been alleged before commit- 


tees of congress and elsewhere that the 
course of trade In Important food prod- 
ucts Is not free, but is restricted and 
controlled by artificial and Illegal 
means. 


"If the allegations ore well ground- 


ed, it is necessary that the nature and 
extent of the evils and abuses be nscu- 
ratcly determined, so that proper reme- 
dies, legislative or administrative, may 
be applied. If they are not true, It is 
equally essential that the public be In- 
formed, so that unrest and dissatisfac- 
tion may be alloyed. 


"In any event, because of the grave 


public interest which the food supply 
affects, the efiicient performance of the 
duties imposed upon agencies of the 
government requires that all the perti- 
nent facts be ascertained. 


"Pursuant to the authority conferred 


upon me by the act creating the federal 
trade commission, therefore, I direct 
the commission, within the scope of its 
powers, to investigate and report the 
facts relating to the production, owner- 
ship, manufacture.- storage aud distri- 
bution of foodstuffs and the products 
or by-products arising from or in con- 
nection with their preparation 
and 


manufacture; to ascertain the facts 
bearing on alleged violations of the 
anti-trust acts, and particularly upon 
the question whether there are manipu- 
lations, controls, trusts, combinations, 
conspiracies or restraints of trade out 
of harmony with the law or the public 
interest. 


"1 am aware that the commission has 


additional "authority 
in 
this field 


through the power conferred upon It to 
prevent certain persons, partnerships 
or corporations from using unfair meth- 
ods of competition in commerce." -

Thoold letters had no envelopes, 


.but consisted of shoots folded and 
sealed. The postage was 3 cents for 
a letter ahqot and an extra charge 
was made for an envelope. Postage 
•was paid to th'o postmaster and he 
marked the letter paid, 


It was possible to have an, account 


at the postofllco for which the post- 
master sent a statement every month. 
Tho postage was based on distance 
sent, us woll as the number of s,hoelB. 


Altho stamps made their • appear- 


ance in 1847, some letters sent to 
Blue Monads, Oregon, and Madison 
as late as 1854 bore no stamps, and 
werejBlniply marked paid by the post- 
master.

Importance 
of Planting 
Mfejhods 


Where Either* Kent or Moisture 


Is Liable to Be Deficient, 


Thp methods employed in planting 
corn 'are especially - importa.nt 
1U 
regions where either moisture 
or 
helt is insufficient.

Listing, or planting in furro.wc is 


the- most common and best method 
of planting'corn, in a large paxt ol 
the semi-arid area. 
It is not only 


economical, as it permits, large acre- 
ages to be.handled at the least cost, 
but it also, places the plants, to. the 
best" advantage to withstand drought. 
As the furrows are closed by, cultiva- 
tion, the plant roots are placed well 
below the surface. 
A 
deep 
soil 
mulch can be maintained without in- 
jury- to the roots. 
The .plants, 'are 
more securely .braced to withstand 
winds than when surface planted. 
In semi-arid sections early sum- 
mer conditions are favorable for rap- 
id growth. 
The plants make a ten- 
der, rapid growth and become larger 
than the later moisture supply will 
support. 
Listing retard* this, rapid 
early growth and is often a decided 
advantage on this account. 
Where the'seasons are very short, 


surface planting is better than list- 
ing as the retarding of early growth 
leaves the plants insufficient time to 
reach ma'turlty. Where surface plant- 
ing is practiced on fairly level land 
i: is usually advisable to plant in 
checks to permit cross cultivation. 
Cross cultivation makes weed .and 
grass control easier. It also assists 
cultivation, drying and warming a 
larger part of the soil surface. 


A thin stand of plants is an essen- 
tial feature of successful corn grow- 
in" in regions of limited moisture 
supply. When planting is done witto 
a lister in rows 3 to 3 V* feet apart, 
the plants should be one in a place 
and from 18 to 36 inches apart, de- 
pending upon the rainfall and tae 
fertility and the water holding capa- 
city of the soil. 
In surface planted 


corn with the hills 3^ feet apart 
each way, the stand-should not be 
thicker than two plants . per 
mil. 
Even with the best of seed more ker- 
nels should ba planted than the num- 
ber of plants -desired. 
Some young 


plants, mostly the weaker ones, win 
perish. 
The usual distance between corn 


rows is about 3% feet, which is a 
convenient distance for, cultivating. 
With the rows at this distance the 
roots meet between the rows and oc- 
cupy all of the upper soil before the 
corn comes into tassel.

each of wheat "bran; wheat middlings 
and beef scrap. 
Skimmed milk or 


buttermilk may be used in place of 
the beef scrap, but if the supply is 
muted some scrap also shouild be fed. 
In experiments conducted by the 


department it was found that for the 
first four months pullets fed a ration 
containing beef scrap produced on an 
iverage. 41.5 eggs, while those fed 
the same ration without the scrap 
produced only 18.7. 
The cost of 


ieeding the latter birds was 2.2-cents 
nigher for every dozen.eggs produced 
•han in the case of the pullets fed 
tied scrap. . 
The birds should have plenty to 


eat, but they also should always be 
eager 'for each meal. If one-third of 
the scratch grain furnished them is 
fed in the morning and tworthirds at 
night, the* birds'will tak.e more exer- 
cise than if they receive all the grain 
the desire in the morning.

scratch mixtures may be made of 
equal parts by weight of cracked 
corn, wheat and oats, or of two pavts 
of cracked corn and one part each of 
wheat and oats.

A new form of fire peril is coming 


into prominence as a cause of much 
u-estruction, and its fires are so di- 
rectly associated .with carelessness 
that it has been deemed necessary to. 
issue a special warning to -the people 
of the United States. 
Because or 


their convenience, small electric de- 
vieos, such as pressing irons, curling 
irons, 
toasters, 
electric 
pads 
or 


blankets, electric plate warmers and 
electric sterilizers or heaters.now to 
be found in almost every community. 
if these were used witn proper care 
cue danger would be negligiole, bu_t, 
unfortunately, a proportion of their 
users does not neailize the peril of 
leaving them in circuit when not in; 
use. in such cases these devices tend 
to 
become 
overheated, 
whereupon 


tkiey are likely to set fire to anything 
combustible with which they are in 
contact. 
Most of these fires are small, but 


the aggregate loss is large, and oc- 
casional instances 
show 
extensive 


damage, as' in the 
case 
of , the 


51350,000 fine in the Boston residence 
of 
Ex-Governor Draper; 
this 
was 


traced to an electric plate warmer 
in ttie butler's pantry. 
Fires of this class furnish a special 


peril to life,-being most frequent in 
dwellings and often breaking out at 
night. 
A characteristic example Is 


that in which an electric pressing 
iron is "left upon the ironing board, 
with the current turned on, and then 
forgotten. 
In such a case the fire 


maynot occur until some hours later. 
Uhe burning of the residence of John 
Wanamaker, several years ago, was 
due to an electric pressing iron. 


That this form of hazard is. al- 


ready assuming large proportions>ap- 
pears from the statistics. 
For ex- 


ample, The Actuarial Bureau of the 
National Board of Fire Underwriters 
in one day noted approximately one 
hundred reports of fires from this 
cause, out of a total of two thousand 
losses in the day's reports, and it es- 
timates that small electric devices 
are causing fires at the 
rate 
ot 


:>0,oto or more in the course of a 


It'is safe to say that most of these 


nres are entirely preventable, and 
can be charged to nothing but care- 
lessness on the part of the user. 
Various "safety" devices have been 
added by certain of the manufactur- 
ers of these articles, and among them 
are some that are fairly 
effective, 


but there is one absolute precaution, 
which should be borne in mind at all 
times by every user, namely, that of 
shutting off the current when not 
personally and continuously super- 
visingxthe use.

"It Im.s been alleged before commit- 


tees of eongn-ss and elsewhere that the 
course; of trade In Important food prod- 
ucts Is not free, but is restricted und

artificial 
and 
Illegal 


means. 


"If the allegations are well ground- 


ed, It Is necessary that the nature and 
extent of the evils and abuses be ascu- 
ratcly determined, so that proper reme- 
dies, legislative or administrative, may 
be applied. If they are not true, It Is 
equally essential that the public be In- 
formed, so that unrest and dlssatlhfac- 
tlon may be allayed. 


"In any event, because of the grave 


public Interest which the food nupply 
nftccts, the edlclunt performance of the 
duties imposed upon agencies of the 
government requires that nil the perti- 
nent facts bo ascertained. 


"Pursuant to the authority conferred 


upon me by the act creating the federal 
trade commission, therefore, I direct 
the commission, within the '•cope of Its 
powers, to Investigate nnd report the 
facts relating to the production, owner- 
ship, manufacture, storage and distri- 
bution of foodstuffs und the products 
or by-products arising from or In con- 
nection with their preparation nnd 
manufacture; to ascertain the f:ifts 
bearing on alleged violations of the 
anti-trust acts nnd particularly upon 
the question whether there are manipu- 
lations, controls, trusts, combinations, 
conspiracies or restraints of trade out 
of harmony with the law or the public 
Interest.

RAPID 
TRAINING PROPOSED 


Special Attention Given to Selection of 


Officers Qualified by Experi- 


ence to Lead Men 


Properly. 


Washington.—The> war college di- 


vision of the general staff, of the Unit- 
ed States army has complete plans 
prepared for the mobilization of a citi- 
zens' army. These plans were com- 
pleted some time ago in anticipation 
of the time when the United States 
might be called upon to enter into 
Hostilities against a first-class power. 
These plans were based, it is .said, up- 
on the possibility tliat the first call 
for volunteers might be for 1,000,000 
men. 
The war college recently pre- 


pared -an official paper dealing with 
the raising of a volunteer army. 


"Under existing laws nnd under con- 


temporaneous, conditions therewith," 
says the war college, "it has hereto- 
fore been assumed that in the event, of 
a war with a first-class power the 
United States would require not less 
than half a million of men for the first 
line, behind which could be prepared 
the greater army of citizen soldiers 
upon whom our main reliance for na- 
tional defense is conditionally placed." 


Subject to President's Call.' 


The 
organization 
of 
volunteer 


armies can only be undertaken follow- 
ing 
the 
presidential 
proclamation 


stating the number needed, and on 
this subject the war college says: 


"Volunteer forces may be raised, or- 


ganized and maintained only during 
the existence or imminence of war, 
and only after congress shall have au- 
thorized the president to raise such 
forces. 
Congress could, however, by 


legislative enactment, authorize the 
president to raise such forces in time 
of peace. 
"When so authorized, the president 


will issue his proclamation, stating the 
number of men desired for each arm, 
corps, or department, within such lim- 
its ns may be fixed by law. It is prob- 
able that the proclamation will also re- 
cite the causes that make the call 
necessary and will state that the en- 
listed, men shall be taken, as far as 
practicable, from the several states, 
territories and District of Columbia in 
proportion to the respective popula- 
tions thereof.

"Following the call of the president 


for volunteers, the secretary of war 
notifies the governors, etc., as in a call 
for militia, informing them of the quo- 
ta for their respective states, the exist- 
ing militia organizations that will be 
received into the volunteers, the new 
organizations that it is desired to 
raise, and the maximum and minimum | 
strength of organizations."

All terms of enlistments, it is point- i 


ed out, "will be the same as that for j 
the regular army, exclusive of reserve 
periods," and no person can be en- 
listed for the volunteer forces 
"who 


is not effective and able-bodied," and 
who is not within the ages stipulated

Begin Training at Once. 


Under the caption "Training of Vol- 


unteers" the war college pamphlet 
reads:

must begin without delay after their 
induction Into the service. No time 
must be lost It should begin at the 
company rendezvous, without waiting 
for complete mobilization.' Under our 
traditional policy of relying princi- 
pally for defense upon citizen sol- 
diers, the larger part of our land 
forces will not be fully trained on the 
outbreak of war. 
It is more than 


probable that we shall have to employ 
some of them with little or no train- 
ing as soon as they can be assembled 
in suitable units. 
"The amount and character of the 


training will at flrst be directly pro- 
portional to the time consumed, pro- 
vided a rational scheme be followed. 
How much time will be available It 
is impossible to predict. It Is reason- 
able to assume, however, time In the 
event of a war~with an oversea enemy 
H "will be the time required for our 
enemy to establish at least a partial 
control of tlie sea sufficient to open 
the way for landing of expeditionary 
forces.
